The court of appeals, in its recent de- 


cision .affirming judgment convicting 
Giuseppe Constantine of murder in the 
first degree in killing Pietro Galiotti at 
Ulica, hold, among other things, that 
the fact that during the trial the jury, 
in charge of officers, attended church, 
where the sermon was upon the preva- 
lence of crime, was insufficient to jus- 
tify a new trial, when:it was shown that 
the officers, as soon as they discovered 
that anything might be said'-which 
coulfl prejudice the' jury, at once left 
the churc'h with them, .and. that the 
trial judge thereupon stated to the jury, 
and nt the close of the trial-charged 
them, that no opinion' uttered by the 
preacher should have the slightest 
weight upon their minds in jforming 
their verdict. The evidence, says the 
New York Times, showed that the mur- 
der was committed in an-affray, and 
that there was an, interval of from half 
a minute to two minutes icr-delibera- 
tion while the defendant was threaten- 
ing the fati;l act. The court held it was 
not an error for the judge, in charging 
the jury upon the question whether 
there was sufficient time for such a de- 
gree of deliberation and premeditation 
as would constitute the crime, to illus- 
trate, a minute of time by his watch. 
The power conferred on the court-'of 
appeals by sections 528 and 542 of the 
code of criminal procedure to order a 
new trial in capital cases was not to 
be exercised upon the mere, appearance 
of some error to which no. exception 
was taken, unless the 
substantial 


rights of the accused could be seen to 
have been affected by it. : ; .

MB. BANNA'S OPPOKT UKIT Y. 


An election is to bo held in Ohio next 


November which will determine whether 
M. A. Hanna, who was appointed 
United States Senator from that State 
last March, shall succeed himself. 
While the candidacy of Mr. Hanna is 
endorsed by every coal baron, every 
railroad company and every corpora- 
tion in the'State, there seems to be 
grave doubts in the mind of the gentle 
man as to his success at the polls. He 
had, according to report, about $2,000,- 
000 left over from the campaign fund 
of 1896, whidh he will doubtless nsa to 
the best advantage in securing the 
election of his henchmen at the ensu- 
ing election, but even that may not 
avail, for Mr. Hanna is by no means 
popular even with those who voted for 
him for a consideration. To insure his 
election be will use all the means at his 
command, and, as he said in the Presi- 
dential campaign, if he cannot carry 
the election one way he will secure a 
majority in another way. It is sug- 
gested that one of the ways now open 
to Mr. Hanaa to achieve succebs is 
through tho federal courts. A Judge 
in West Virginia, which is conveniently 
near Ohio, enjoined the leaders of the 
coal strike from publicly expressing 
their sentiments. A similar injunction 
againfit the advocates of free coinage in _ 
Ohio daring the campaign might do 
Mr. Hanna a powerful sight of good.' 
If prompt action is taken the camp 
meeting ot silver men, which is an- 
nounced to take place in a few days, 
might be prevented. That gathering 
of people, who are opposed to trusts 
and the single gold standard, is as great 
a menace to the peace and quietude of 
the plutocrats as that of the coal 
miners in West Virginia, aud, of course, 
Mr. Hanna should have no difficulty 
in getting an obliging Judge to enjoin 
Messrs. Teller, Towne, 'Warner and 
others, who are announced to speak at 
the meeting, from addressing the as- 
semblage. It is an e.asy and effective 
method of silencing tbe opposition, and 
it will show the power of the trusts and 
intimidate in n legal manner those who 
may be disposed to cast their ballots 
agaiust the great political boss aud 
manipulator for Uuited States Senator 
from Ohio.

CnrlotiH Pncts About the Toad. 
The toad lives tea to forty years, does 


not begin to produce young until the 
fourth year, bxit then lays-over 1,000 
eggs a year. It lias lived two years 
without food, but cannot- live long un- 
der water, it never takes dead or mo- 
tionless food. It takes its food by 
means of its tongue alone, and it-oper- 
ates -this so rapidly that the. eye can- 
not follow its motions. It captures and 
devours bees, wasps, yellow jackets, 
ants, beetles, worms, spiders, snails, 
bugs, grasshoppers, crickets, weevils, 
caterpillars, moths, etc. The stomacli 
that doesn't flinch at yellow jackets, 
wnsps, blister beetles and clickjbeetles 
or pinch Ibugs would seem to be pre- 
pared for anything in the insect line, 
and it doubtless is. In 24 hours the 
toacl consumes cnoiigli food to fill its 
F.tomaeli four -tiroes. A single toad will 
in three months devour over 10,000 in- 
secrls. If every ten of these would have 
done one cent damage the toad has 
saved ten dollars. Evidently the toad 
is a valuable friend to the farmer, gnr- 
.dc-n-er and- fruit grower, and. can be 
n?ade -especially useful in the green- 
house, garden and berry paitch;—Gal- 
veston (Tex.)

HINTS FOR THE HOME.

'* A tablespoonful of pulverized borax 
added to a pailful of water in wMch 
fine flannels aie washed will keep them 
soft and white. 


Javelle water will take out spots 


from clothing if they are dipped into it 
for a moment and then into boiling 
water. The yellow tinge will come ont 
by bleaching. 


Paint, after it has become dry and 


hard, can be removed from clothing 
by using equal pants of ammonia and 
turpentine.
